40 PEOPLE KILLED 


Manchester, N. oN. Y,, Aug 26,— 
Plunging down a forty foot 
drop from a trestle and striking 


the west embankment of the 
river, two coaches of the Le- 
high Valley passen train 


were utterly demolished and 
more than a hundred people 
killed. and injured. Six other 
heavil ioeded coaches followed 
the first two, breaking the 
— from the trestle work and 

roppiig to the bottom of the 
river bed. Estimates of the 
dead place the number at over 
forty and injured at 83. 

The train which came from 
Rochester crowded with army 
vet?rans and excursionists was 
forty minutestate when it reach 
ed Rochestef junction. From 
there, it sped eastward to make 
up time before reaching Geneva. 

The cause of the wreck was a 
flaw in a rail in the centre of 
the brid across the Lehigh 
river. The heavy mogul engine 
had crossed but it is believed 
that in the passing it broke the 
rail for the next car bumped the 
ties and each coach was derail- 
ed as it arrived at the point. 
The entire train of fourteen cars 
was dragged over the ties for 
a few feet when the couplings 
broke.two coaches from t 

ine. The first two cars leaped 
the trestling plunging into the 
east bank of the raver. Two 
day coaches which followed 
them rolled from the bridge to 
the river bed near the shore and 
a pullman car and a Grand 
Trunk coach leaped the ties, 
caromed from the steel pier in 
mid stream, alighting end up- 
ward in the river and the fifty 
passengers being thrown into a 
pit filled with a living mass _ of 
men and women and rapidly 
flooding with water from the 
stream. A diner turned cross- 
ways on the bridge, balanced 
for an instant on the edge, and 
took the awful plunge, striking 
the trestle work and turnin 
completely over the rear eee 
hitting the first pullman like a 
projectile and smashing both 
cars to splinters. Bodies and 
portions of bodies were scatter- 
ered over the ground at the foot 
of the trestle and floated in the 
shallow stream. 

Four cars escaped the horrible 
mess. A pullman- standing 
crosswise on the bridge, one end 
projecting twenty feet over the 
edge and trembling to fall on 
the mass of people and broken 
wood Gee ih, and three others 
telescoped behind it.

The more. or leas severe, but 
not destructive earthquakes 
that have. visited eastern Can- 
ada are all associated more or 
less directly with the “Great 
Champlain and St, Lawrence 
fault; i from the gulf 
up the river to Quebec and then 
curving southwesterly to Lake 
Ohaso plain. ‘Of these quakes of 
1663, 1791, 1860, 1870 are - the 
most noted. The first one has 
gained a certain celebrity from 
its exaggerated description, This 
earthquake which lasted about 
six months, occurred during the 
French occupation. We may 
regard the record of this as the 

inning of our literature on 
seismology, and hence give it 
a Figg here, although its scien- 
tific value is rather circum- 
scribed. 

A. Jesuit’s M.8.S. 

. From a manuscript in the Je- 
suit’s Coll at Quebec the ed- 
itor of ‘Hochelaga Depicta”’ 
took the following account of 
the quake: 

“Om the Sth of February, 
7 about half past nye in 
the evening, a atr rushin 
noise Sar hand teon hout tis 
whole extent of ri, og This 
noise caused the people to run 
out of their houses into the 
streets, as if their habitations 
were on fire; but instead = of 
flames or smoke, they were 
were surprised to see walls 
reeling backwards and forwards, 
and stones moving, as if 
they were detached from each 
other. The bells sounded b 
the repeated shocks. The roofs 
of the buildings bent down, first 
on one side and then on the 
others. The timbers, rafters 
and planks cracked. The earth 
trem violently, and caused 
stakes of the palisades and pal- 
ings to dance in a manner t 
would have been incredible had 
we not actually seen it invmany 
places. It was at this moment 
everyone ran out of doors.

From Three Rivers they write 
that the firit shock wag the 
most violent, and commenced 
with a noise resembling thun- 
der. The houses were agitated 
in the same manner as tops 
of trees during a tempest, with 
a noise as if , ee was crackling 
in the The shock last- 
ed an hour, or rather. bet- 
ter, though the greatest force 
was properly not more than a 
rv of an hour; we believe 
t was not a single shock 
which did not cause the earth to 
open more or less. As for the 
rest, we have remarked that, 
though this earthquake con- 
tinued almost without intermis- 
sion, yet it was not always of 
ah equal violence. Sometimes 
it was like the pitching of a 
large vessel which dra: hea- 
vily at her anchors; and it was 
this motion that caused many 
to have a giddiness in their 
heads and qualmishness as their 
stomachs. At other times the 
motion was hurried and irregu- 
iar, creating sudden jerks, some 
of which were extremely violent; 
but the most common was a 
slight tremulous motion, which 
occurred frequently with a little 
noise. Many of the French in 
habitants and Indians, who 
were eyewitnesses to the scene, 
state that a great way up the 
river of Trois Rivieres, about 18 
below Quebec, the hills 
which bordered the river on 
either side, and which were of 
a prodigious height, were toru 
from their foundations and 
lunged into the river, causin, 
it to ob its course an
